Applicant argued that "causing a chemical reaction" and "depositing an interconnect material" are separate acts (page2 ). 
However, the claim lauguage "depositing an interconnect material onto the metal silicide insitu with causing the chemical reaction" (claim 
1) can be interpreted as — depositing an interconnect material onto the metal silicide insitu at the same time as causing the chemical 
reaction --. Therefore/'depositing an interconnect material" and "causing a chemical reaction .... to selectively deposit metal silicide" 
occur simultaneously , not two separate acts as asserted by the applicant. 

Applicant's arguments against 103(a) rejections are persuasive. 103(a) rejections are thus withdrwan . Claims 2-19 and 21-28 are 
objected to because they are dependent from rejected base claims 1 and 20. 
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
